the divine laws of being. 
More­ 
over, we declare that in order to 
be « science at all, it mu st be 
demonstrable and provable, 
Not 
every thing, therefore, in the realm 
of theory , specu lation, belief, or 
experiment, 
even 
thou gh

called science, can lawfu lly be en­ 
titled to the term. 
What then, think y ou , shou ld a 
religion be, in this day of reason, 
in order to claim the attention and 
respect of thinking men and wom­ 
en?

At once 
y ou will find y ou rself interested. 
You will find y ou rself say ing, Why . 
that Is what I have sometimes 
thou ght vagu ely , bu t have never 
heard It clearly expressed in ju st 
that way . 
Let me say , too, that 
y ou will perhaps find statements 
that may not seem clear, at first. 
Never mind, read on. 
No science 
was ever grasped fu lly at one, two, 
three, or a hu ndred readings. This 
Is the Science of infinity , and y ou 
will stu dy it for many y ears to 
come. 
Going or. in this way . with 
y ou r thou ght tu rned ever toward 
the light, God will reveal His di­ 
vine natu re more and more to y ou . 
Having habitu ally thou ght along 
material line« , it is not to be ex- 
pected that one can Immediately 
change his whole basis of think 
Ing. We have to form new habits, 
learn to think spiritu ally . And tlfis 
takes time. The thou ght habits of 
the individu al are strange and su r­ 
prisingly u ncontrolled. 
To think 
abou t God, to reason ou t spiritu al 
facts from premise to conclu sion 
shou ld not be difficu lt. Bu t watch 
stu dy y ou r thinking, and y ou may 
be amazed to discover how little 


And having said this, some one 
thinking.

There Is nothing

Ou r God Is natu ral, near, 
and 
friendly . W’e shou ld accu stom ou r­ 
selves to thinking of Him in this 
way , which makes Him tangible, 
actu al, and readily available. 
To 
have 
a 
su perstitiou s, 
awesome 
sense of Deity is to bu ild u p In 
thou ght the Idea of separation, a 
far-away God. 
The poet Tenny ­ 
son has said, “Closer is He than 
breathing, and nearer than hands 
and feet.” 
This Is the God we 
know in Christian Science. 
Many 
people have to admit that God has 
never been a very vital thing in 
their lives. He may have been the 
object of respect and veneration 
and occasionally considered in time 
of special need. 
It Is not su rpris 
Ing, 
therefore, 
that 
the 
hu man 
mind does not readily adju st Itself 
to the idea of absolu tely radical 
reliance on God in all 
affairs. 
Nevertheless, 
the all-power, 
all­ 
presence, all-action of God is 
a di­ 
vine and Irrefu table fact. 
Indeed 
I may say not one of u s wou ld be 
able to leave this chu rch and re­ 
tu rn home if there was not a God 
a divine, infinite power and force 
to take u s there. 
MAN, GOD’S IMAGE 
And man, what is man as u n 
derstood in Christian Science? We 
declare that man is the divine idea 
or concept of God, spiritu ally con­ 
ceived and eternally held in Mind 
as idea,—man, the idea of infinite 
good; 
man, the idea of infinite 
Love; man, the idea of infinite and 
u nending Life.

know that y ou r pray er, becau se 
has its origin In God, is the very 
presence of Immanu el, or God with 
u s; that being the power of God 
it does not retu rn u nto Itself void 
bu t prospers in the thing where 
u nto God sends it. 
Jesu s never claimed that he him 
self, the hu man man, healed the 
sick. 
He alway s said: 
“I speak 
not of my self: bu t the Father that

The power ln all tru e 
spiritu al healing is divine. 
It 
God alone who heals. 
No real 
Christian Science practitioner wou ld 
ever take u nto himself the power 
to beai. 
It is not some personal 
power possessed by a hu man be­ 
ing. On the contrary , tru e practi­ 
tioner! are forever tu rning 
the 
thou ght of those who come to them 
for help away from personality to 
divine Principle, ln order that the 
seeker for Tru th and healing may 
see that God alone is the strong 
deliverer. 
Obviou sly , 
the 
more 
clearly we, as Individu als, see the 
power and love of God as the only 
healer, in that ratio is personal 
sense u nselfed. 
THE CHRIST UNDERSTANDING 
We are asked to-day , How Is It 
Science and what is the power 
back of these healings? This, my 
friends, Is th® same Qu estion that 
was pu t to Jesu s centu ries ago 
and the answer is still the same 
It wa* the Christ, or spiritu al and 
exact u nderstanding of God, of

His every act evi­ 
denced the fact that he possessed 
a reasonable and scientific u nder­ 
standing of God. which cou ld be 
u tilized in every day life. 
W hat was it that established 
Jesu s' Identity as the Christ? What 
was it that made him divine? 
It 
was what he thou ght. He thou ght 
divinely . He was a divine thinker, 
and it was the Mind that was in 
Christ Jesu s that made him so. As 
Feter once said to the Master: 
“Thou 
hast 
the 
words 
(the 
thou ghts) of eternal life." 
Christian Science teaches that 
this 
spiritu al 
u nderstanding 
of 
God and man, the Science of Tru th 
which Christ Jesu s possessed and 
made practical, more than all other 
men, Is the promised Comforter, 
which he said wou ld lead u s into 
all 
tru th. 
This 
Comforter, 
or 
Christ, is today “the tru e Light, 
which 
lighteth

cometh Into the world.” 
THE DISCOVERY OF CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE 
Coming in this age to Mary Ba­ 
ker Eddy , the one person on earth 
prepared to receive it, this Com­ 
forter or Christ, the spiritu al idea 
of God, so illu mined her consciou s­ 
ness that the divine facts of being 
came as a complete revelation, 
which she transcribed In the book 
known as "Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptu res,” the text­ 
book of Christian Science. 
Al­ 
thou gh a devou t and spiritu ally 
minded woman, Mrs. Eddy , like 
many others, had read and stu died 
the Bible, with a veil of my stery 
drawn abou t the life and healing 
work of Christ Jesu s. 
Of a frail 
and 
rather 
delicate constitu tion, 
Mrs. Eddy had experienced mu ch 
illness in her iife. 
The search for 
health led her to Investigate all 
the well-known schools of healing 
—allopathy , homeopathy , electricity 
and many others. Like the woman 
in the Bible, she had “su ffered 
many things of many phy sicians, 
. . . and was nothing bettered.” 
Step by step, her experience and 
experiments led her to the con­ 
clu sion that mind is the produ cing 
cau se of all phy sical effects. 
Her 
own 
instantaneou s 
recovery , 
ln 
1866, throu gh the spiritu al illu mi­ 
nation of the Scriptu res, cau sed 
her to find a connection between 
her own healing and those record 
ed in the Bible. 
Now she per 
celved with scientific certainty that 
God is Mind, and therefore the 
only cau sation, and that every ef­ 
fect Is the phenomenon of that 
Mind. 
She saw too that Jesu s 
healed 
mentally 
and 
spiritu ally , 
that the so-called miracles were 
as clearly the resu lt of mental 
cau sation as her own healing. 
One of the strange characteristics 
of the hu man mind Is its tendency 
to resist enlightenment. Every pio­ 
neer, every inventor, every advo­ 
cate of something new and better, 
has been met with the sneers and 
scoffs of the u nbeliever, and Mrs. 
Eddy was no exception to this 
ru le. 
Few there are who can ap­ 
preciate the consecration and de­ 
votion that led this great woman, 
in the face of the bitterest kind of 
opposition, to penetrate the my s 
tery of materiality and find in the 
Bible and the life of Jesu s a prac­ 
tical answer to the world’s prob­ 
lems. 
Critics frequ ently ask, "Why did 
Christian Science have to come 
throu gh a woman?” I am sincere­ 
ly gratefu l that it did. 
Many men 
acknowledge with gratitu de the in­ 
flu ence on their life and thou ght 
of a woman,—their mother, for in­ 
stance. 
They recognize the part 
she has play ed In bu ilding their 
characters. In strengthening their 
love of good, of honesty , and of 
u prightness. 
Steadfast and 
u n­ 
wavering, the love of a real mother 
remains u nshaken, no matter how 
far her child may stray from the 
path of rectitu de. Even thou gh her 
child be a sinner, the mother ten­ 
derness and 
compassion 
enables 
her to see bey ond the evidence of 
the material senses the tru e son, 
the ideal, and she never gives u p 
her hope of his u ltimate salvation. 
Christian 
Scientists 
love 
Mrs. 
Eddy , becau se she, like a tru e 
mother, loved mankind and labored 
u nceasingly for the redemption of 
the race. If she had been thinking 
only of herself, the Discoverer of 
Christian Science, after her own 
remarkable healing, cou ld have let 
the matter rest there. 
She might 
have kept this revealed tru th to 
herself. 
She 
wou ld 
have 
been 
spared a life filled with persecu ­ 
tion and misrepresentation, bu t the 
world wou ld not have had Chris­ 
tian Science. 
It was her percep­ 
tion and realization of the im­ 
measu rable valu e to hu manity of 
her discovery , that prompted and 
enabled 
her 
to 
endu re 
u ncom­ 
plainingly the hatred of an u nbe­ 
lieving world. 
Who bu t a woman, 
with a mother-love deep and broad 
enou gh to take a whole su ffering 
race ln tender and sy mpathetic 
consideration, wou ld have done It? 
A verse from one of her poems,

My friends, let u s 
consider this pray er for a moment.

pray er is based on the belief that 
disease Is real, that y ou have a 
real sick man, ln all logic how can 
It heal? 
How can a real disease 
be made u nreal? 
Is this tru e 
pray er? 
Does God, somewhere on 
a great throne, look down on a 
su ffering hu man being, recognize 
disease, and heal It? 
Is that the 
process? Not as we u nderstand it 
in Christian Science. 
If God in 
His Infinite wisdom cou ld behold 
disease, ln that moment disease 
wou ld become real, a part of the 
Infinite knowledge, and God Him­ 
self cou ld not heal It, becau se y ou 
cannot get rid of something that 
is tru e. 
Again, if we say disease 
is provided by God for ou r pu nish­ 
ment and discipline, as some peo­ 
ple insist, the only proper attitu de 
on ou r part wou ld be complete 
su bmission. 
The disease shou ld 
ru n Its cou rse. Indeed, it wou ld be 
blasphemou s to try to get well. 
Happily , we know that Jesu 3 
healed the sick and told others to 
do likewise. If he had known that 
God was the au thor of sickness, he 
wou ld have been acting in actu al 
defiance of the Almighty . 
Bu t he 
said Satan, not God, had bou nd 
the sick woman, and then prompt­ 
ly healed her. 
Now the pray er of 
Jesu s 
got 
rid 
of sickness 
and 
proved it u nreal by u tterly de­ 
stroy ing It. 
The pray er of Jesu s 
and the pray er of Christian Sci­ 
ence alike do not have in them a 
sick man nor a real disease. The 
pray er of Christian Science ap­ 
proaches sickness from the stand­ 
point that It Is absolu tely Illegiti­ 
mate, a wicked Imposition on man, 
not recognized by God, nor pro­ 
vided by Him, for any pu rpose 
whatsoever. 
The pray er of Chris­ 
tian 
Science 
positively 
declares 
disease to be u nreal, right now, a 
false state of thinking. The pray er 
of Christian Science, right from 
the start, has in it a perfectly well 
man. It knows and sees that he Is 
well right now—the perfect child 
of a perfect Father. 
Ou r pray er 
does not beg; It knows. 
Knows 
w'hat? 
The tru th—the tru th of 
being, of God’s Infinite perfection 
and power. 
It knows His ever- 
presence, His omniaction, and the 
absolu te perfection of man, God’s 
exact Image and likeness. 
Mrs. 
Eddy on page 12 of Science and 
Health say s Jesu s’ “pray ers were 
deep and conscientiou s protests of 
Tru th,—of man’s likeness to God 
and of man’s u nity with Tru th and 
Love.” 
CHRISTIAN SCIENCE TREAT­ 
MENT 
A treatment in Christian Science 
does not consist In the repeating 
over and over again of certain 
words or thou ghts, however tru e 
and fine they may be. It is in no 
sense a formu la. 
Thou ghts taken 
from Mrs. Eddy ’s works, or any 
othlfcr individu al’s, will not neces­ 
sarily heal merely becau se they 
are repeated. 
There Is no magic 
or my stery abou t a tru e Christian 
Science treatment. 
A person may 
grasp intellectu ally mu ch of the 
letter of Christian 
Science and 
still be u nable to heal. 
In this 
case what is needed? 
What is It 
that gives treatment Its spiritu al 
force and power? It is knowing 
knowing absolu tely that the word 
spoken is tru e and has power. 
It 
Is 
that genu ine 
conviction that 
comes 
with 
spiritu al 
enlighten­ 
m ent 
This spiritu al knowing is 
natu ral, spontaneou s thinking, that 
u nrestrained flow of right thcu ght 
which has its very being and or­ 
igin In the divine Mind. 
Tru e 
treatment is that oneness of God 
with man, that u nity of Mind with 
its idea, which Is the very power 
and presence of God. • Can any re­ 
striction be pu t u pon the infinite 
natu re of Mind and Its Ideas? No, 
not one. So then, In treatment, no 
limit can be placed u pon the nu m­ 
ber and natu re of God’s thou ghts 
or angels, which are ever deliver­ 
ing man from false beliefs, 
In the Bible we read how Peter 
and John, at the hou r of pray er, 
met, at the gate of the temple 
called Beau tifu l, a man lame from 
his birth. 
A beggar, this man ex­ 
pected and asked money of the 
Apostles, bu t Peter, looking u pon 
him said, “Silver and gold have I 
none; bu t su ch as I have give I 
thee: In the name of Jesu s Christ 
of Nazareth rise u p and walk. And 
he leaping u p stood, and walked, 
and entered with them Into the 
temple, walking, and leaping, and 
praising God." 
This, my friends, Is the privilege 
oj! every right thinker, to give to 
the world 
those right thou ghts 
which will heal and save a su ffer 
ing people. 
No one is denied this 
giving of good. 
It was the power 
of a tru e concept of man which 
lifted u p the man at the temple, 
gate. 
It is the power of y ou r 
right Idea of man, of y ou rself and 
y ou r neighbor, which will lift y ou 
u p into a realization of y ou r di­ 
vine manhood. 
In Christian Science, we do not 
“send" Tru th or tru e thou ghts to 
other people. 
Tru th’s very natu re 
is ominpresence. 
The notion of 
sending thou ghts from one person 
to another Is only a species of su g 
gestion. Tru th cannot be su ggest 
ed. It J u*t 1*. Therefore, how

spiring it I* to realize that when 
we see that man 1» free, well 
awake, and alive, thl* 1* an omni

That

method u sed by a amall boy I 
know ln California. 
Compelled by 
a seriou s phy sical condition to re­ 
main in bed, this llttls fellow lay 
earnestly try ing in his childlike 
way to get rid of th« trou ble. 
Su ddenly he stood u p ln th# center 
of the bed, pointing his finger said, 
“Error, y ou move on. 
You can’t 
park here.” He cou ld not have ex­ 
pressed it more exactly . For Is it 
not the natu re of evil and wrong 
thinking to do ju st that thing, park 
ln 
ou r 
consciou sness, 
and, 
like 
some people’s cars, It breaks the 
laws and shou ld be told to mov* 
on. 
ABUNDANCE OF GOD 
The u nderstanding of Christian 
Science is teaching u s to tu rn 
away from the contemplation of 
matter as su bstance to the percep­ 
tion of Spirit, God, as th# only 
sou rce of su pply . 
With a hu ngry 
mu ltitu de before him, In a more 
practical way , 
Jesu s asked 
the 
disciples If they had any food. 
They , in dismay , looked a t matter 
—five loaves and three small fishes. 
If Jesu s had believed their word, 
it wou ld have meant the accept­ 
ance of lack, bu t he, knowing the 
Infinity of Mind, saw and demon­ 
strated the tru e and immeasu rable 
natu re 
of 
su bstance. 
Christian 
Scientists, in a degree, are prov­ 
ing the same thing to-day . If we 
contemplate matter there is al­ 
way s lack, for Its very natu re is 
limitation. 
Poverty and lack is a u niversal 
blight resting u pon the face. 
In­ 
dividu als and nations alike are 
ever joining In a great choru s that 
there Is not enou gh. 
Or possibly 
they start with the fear that there 
will not be enou gh, and the thing 
which 
they 
greatly 
fear 
comes 
u pon them. Let u s reason ou t this 
trou ble called lack. 
If God Is In­ 
finite Love, is there not enou gh of 
good to go arou nd? 
Is God the 
cau se ot lack or poverty ? 
Is he 
sending it u pon u s? 
Is this part 
of the plan for His beloved son? 
Consider for Instance the origin 
of what Is known as panic or bu s­ 
iness depression. 
It Is simply a 
mental contagion. Jim Jones comes 
down to his office one morning and 
discovers fewer orders than he had 
y esterday . 
This 
depresses 
him 
greatly and he broods over It all 
morning. 
At lu nch he tells Bill 
Smith and may be a few others that 
bu siness Is bad, and they , not be­ 
ing awake enou gh, agree with him.

SACARMENTO, J an. 18 .—(UP)— 
Legislation to put into effect the 4 
per cent income tax constitutional 
amendment, adopted at the Nov em­ 
ber election, has been 
tentativ ely 
outlined by the State Tax Commis­ 
sion. It Is hoped by the Commission 
that the plan can be submitted to 
the legislature for early considera­ 
tion. 
The amendment prov ides for a 
tax of 4 per cent on the income of 
banks, financial, mercantile, manu­ 
facturing and business corporations. 
Publie utility corporations are not 
included, as they already 
pay 
a 
gross rev enue tax. 
Those corporations eligible 
for 
the tax, 9 5 per cent of whose in­ 
come is deriv ed 
from 
rental 
of 
hotels, office buildings, etc., or ag ­ 
ricultural lands, hav e been declar­ 


ed exempt from the 4 per cent lev y. 
The Commission proceded on the 
theory that under the amendment 
a credit on the 4 per cent Income 
tax is giv en all corporations up to 
9 0 per cent of the tax they now pay 
on personal property. The corpora­ 
tions declared exempt by the com­ 
mission pay little or no 
personal 
property tax, but they do pay con­ 
siderable tax on their real 
estâ t« 
holdings. On the other hand those 
corporations not included in 
the 
exemption pay considerable 
per­ 
sonal property tax. An equalization 
of exemptions is thus believ ed 
to 
hav e been attained by the commis­ 
sion. 
Corporations whose Income is not 
sufficient to apply the 4 per cent 
tax will not escape taxation. A pro­ 
v ision has been made for the 
im­ 
position of a minimum tax of $8 5 a 
year in such cases. 
The remainder of the proposed 
bill concerns itself with deductions 
allowed corporations in computing 
their net Income.
